Preparations have been practically } 
completed by Richmond Sciots for 
theif big installation ceremony to be 
held here Saturday, when Richmond 
Pyramid No. 42 will be instituted, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
last night.

be the largest of its kind ever held 
here. Decorations are now being 
placed on the streets by the mer- 
chants. of the city, and on the day of 
the installation Mag¢donald avenue 
will present a blaze of color. 

The evening's festivities will be 
started with a parade down: Macdon- 
ald avenue. Recent arrangements 
taell for the gathering of the San 
Francisco pyramid on the north side 
of “Macdonald at Sixteenth, the Oak- 
land, Berkeley and Alameda pyra- 
mids on the south side of Macdonald 
at Sixteenth, and the other pyramids 
down Macdonald toward Twenty-third 
street. Richmond Sciots will gather 
at the S. P. depot. 

Promptly at 7:30 o’clock in the 
evening the parade. will start, the 
commencement to be announced by 
the blowing of al} factory whistles 
and the exploding of bombs.
